The “Creative Destruction” theory in economics holds true in 
the business of amateur radio

When HF hexbeam antenna pioneer Traffie Tech- 
nologies announced on May 28, 2015 it was shutting 
operations this was just another chapter in the recent 
economics of amateur radio. 


The past 18 months, by my count, have seen a large 
number of business changes in amateur radio as the 
ham market experiences low growth and only modest 
profitability relative to other electronics segments. 


Ignoring Radio Shack’s demise, we’ve also seen: 


Bencher CW keys sold to competitor Vibroplex 
Bencher’s Butternut antennas sold to DX Engi- 
neering 

Vibroplex and DX Engineering each acquiring 
marketing rights to even more amateur radio 
products 

RF Concepts (Alpha Amplifiers), having merged 
with Ten-Tec a year earlier, recently sold to one 
of their suppliers 

Austin Amateur Radio Supply closes its doors, 
Feb. 2015 

Tokyo Hy-Power amplifiers goes bankrupt, Dec. 
2013 

(Anecdotal) Large numbers of inexpensive 
Baofeng/Paofung HT radios being sold by Ama- 
zon.com (i.e., not through amateur radio stores). 


There will certainly be other business changes 
ahead, but the financial reality is that manufacturers, 
distributors, and retailers need profitability exceeding 
their cost of capital to avoid eventually going out of 
business—or being sold to another firm (who might 
not be fully committed to ham radio.). Then there’s 
Joseph Schumpeter’s theory of “Creative Destruc- 
tion” that fits neatly with amateur radio’s history. 


“Creative Destruction” isn’t about blowing-up radios 
or antennas. Austrian-American economist Schum- 
peter maintained in 1950 that the ongoing forces of 
capitalism will unleash changes capable of destroy- 
ing the existing order of any industry or product cate- 
gory. In other words, newer firms will develop new 
technologies, new services, lower price points, or 
new distribution methods that uproot long-time indus- 
try leaders and their profitability. Sounds logical.

Remember these guys? They were either sold to firms 
focused on the non-amateur business segments or slow 
moving into solid-state circuitry and digital synthesis at 
competitive price points. New competitors who took 
over the market for ham transceivers now face newer 
firms focusing on software-defined radios. 


Hallicrafters 


While seeking further economies of scale will be criti- 
cal for those in ham radio segments given the low 
growth and relatively small market size we shouldn't 
rule out further “Creative Destruction” from newer 
technology, especially involving software and low- 
cost microprocessors. 


Yes, economists have long been erratic. Irish play- 
wright George Bernard Shaw wrote over 100 years 
ago “If all the economists in the world were laid end 
to end they still would not reach a conclusion.” But 
surely “Creative Destruction” is an economist’s con- 
clusion that’s fit for and welcome in amateur radio. ®

Bouvet Island 3Y DXpedition 
canceled due to funding 


Mark, ON4WW, announced on May 9 that he re- 
grettably canceled his planned “one-man, three- 
month” DXpedition to Bouvet Island due to funding 
issues. 


Despite Bouvet Island currently at #2 on ClubLog’s 
“Most Wanted” list ON4WW said he was unable to 
obtain sufficient financial backing owing to 

several major (and very costly) DXpeditions 

over the next year competing for the same 

funding pool. He indicated the “one-man” 
DXpedition concept is still somewhat contro- 
versial among organizations funding major 
DXpeditions. 


ON4WW had obtained all permissions for 
operating on Bouvet over a three-month pe- 
riod and cleared his personal schedule to do 
so. He hopes someone else will be able to 
activate Bouvet Island in the future. 


Bouvet is one of the world’s most remote 
islands, situated 1,600 miles SSW of South 
Africa and 1,100 miles north of Antarctica. @

More DX Tidbits... 


VKOEK Heard Island DXpedition re-scheduled to March-April 
2016—but with smaller ship, fewer operators 


The VKOEK DXpedition team issued this press release on May 14, 2015 through its leader, Dr. Robert 
Schmieder, KK6EK: 


“Events over the past month have forced a significant change in the plans for the Expedition. In particular, 
Heritage Expeditions (Rodney Russ) promised to provide the vessel Shokalskiy for the voyage. From the be- 
ginning it was stated, and then included in the draft contract, that the vessel would stay in the vicinity of 
Heard Island for the entire time (3 weeks). 


However, about 2 weeks ago, when it came time to complete and sign the contract, it suddenly became clear 
that Russ had contracted for outside work during the time we were to be on Heard Island. Clearly, he in- 
tended to drop us off and then return 3 weeks later to pick us up. This was patently unacceptable from a 
safety and operational point of view, and when | tried to negotiate the point Russ became belligerent, claim- 
ing the Russians demanded a decision that very day, and abruptly cancelled the deal. 


As a consequence, | was suddenly faced with the situation of a great plan and team but no vessel. | knew of 
only one alternative, namely the vessel Braveheart, owned and operated by Nigel Jolly, also from New Zea- 
land. | reached Nigel by telephone at a conference in Rotterdam, and explained the problem, and then asked 
whether it might be possible that the Braveheart would be available for the voyage (I already knew that he 
had a charter for the best month January). After a few days, Nigel returned with a proposal: he could take us 
to Heard Island in March, 2016. Over the next week we discussed the basic parameters and he provided a 
draft contract taken from other contracts he had used. A few days ago he offered a 44-day trip leaving from 
Cape Town, South Africa, to Heard Island for 21 days, then on to Fremantle, Western Australia. The price 
would be US$350k. The major limitation is that the Braveheart carries only 14 passengers. 


Faced with the awful choice between a smaller expedition with a smaller vessel, and a larger expedition with 
no vessel, | chose the former. After several days, | was able to get assurance from the AAD that the required 
vessel inspection could be done in Cape Town, that the Braveheart would be permitted to sail to Heard Island 
from Cape Town, that we could obtain the AAD-required Public Liability Insurance ( a $20 million policy), and 
that our major sponsor, the Northern California DX Foundation would approve the change. With those issues 
satisfied, | made the decision to sign the contract for the Braveheart, and did so. At 6:00 PM California time, | 
put up a NEWS item on our website www.heardisland.org /NEWS/. 


| know this development will be a bit of a shock for almost everyone, and it will significantly impact the role of 
some of you in the expedition. For any inconvenience or complication this will cause, | am sorry. For those 
who have put in payments on your fair share participation costs, if it turns out that you cannot go to Heard 
Island, you will receive your deposits back, with my appreciation for your faith in the project. Some of you, 
particularly the radio operators, will be able to go, so your payments will stay in, and we will expect the next 
payment June 30. If you are unable to go but still want to participate in some way, there will be ample oppor- 
tunity for you to obtain specimens, data, help in preparations, and in many other ways enjoy the pleasure of 
helping make the project happen without the discomfort of the rock-and-roll boat ride that the Southern 
Ocean will treat us with. 


| want to thank everyone for your contributions, some very extensive, to date, and hope that you will continue 
to be part of this major expedition adventure. When it’s all over, | will, of course, write the book about it, and 
your part will be appropriately presented and appreciated.

The latest NOAA/USAF propagation forecasts 
call for a relatively stable month of June, with 
the Solar Flux Index peaking at 120 by month- 
end. The lowest projected SFI values are 90 
on June 16-17 and June 25. 


So far, ARRL Field Day is shaping up to have 
decent conditions with forecasts for SFI of 115- 
118 and quiet Planetary A-index readings of 5. 


The international sunspot count rebounded 
slightly during April to 54.4 from 38.4 in March. 
Sunspots briefly reached the 70-80 level 
around Memorial Day Weekend before back- 
ing down. 


Sporadic-E propagation is always the Wild 
Card at this time of year. This year’s summer 
ARRL VHF Contest is June 13-14; hopefully 
conditions will be conducive to 6-meter propa- 
gation to/from the West Coast.
